The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and 
second paragraphs, as the claimed invention is not described in 
such full, clear, concise and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to make and use the same, and/ or for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

What is a "sufficient width to accommodate means for serially 
cutting...", or "sufficiently large to allow a tool ... to define ... on a 
single machine set up"? 

In claim 11, how "thin" is a "hub opening ... axially thin 
enough that the narrow ends of the conical elements can be directly 
formed together"? 

These limitations are also essentially product-by-process 
limitations of little weight in an article claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 8-11, to the extent definite and understood, are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), as being anticipated by Kim. The 
examiner finds all claimed subject matter to be present. 

The elements involved are integral as assembled. See col. 4, 
lines 10-11. 

Claims 8-11, as understood, are rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-tjrpe double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6755570, which 
nalso was directed to the article invention. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each 
other because they differ only with respect to matters of wording or 
verbal surplusage. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and 
to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re 
Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re 
Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van 
Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
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F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 
F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.321(c) may be used to overcome an actual or provisional 
rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground provided 
the conflicting appUcation or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.
